Oral manifestations of HIV disease are broadly classified 
as "strongly associated with HIV", "less commonly asso- 
ciated with HIV" and "can be seen in HIV infection". 
Malignancies reported in HIV infection include Kaposi's 
sarcoma, Non-Hodgkin's lymphoma and squamous cell 
carcinoma of the oral cavity. At our Ragas- YRG CARE 
center, in a cohort of 5760 cases which were screened, 
6 patients of Non-Hodgkin's lymphoma and 4 patients 
with oral squamous cell carcinoma were reported. We 
present 3 cases of oral squamous cell carcinoma on the 
lateral border of the tongue with varied clinical presenta- 
tions. A comparison of the demographic data, habits, HIV 
history, clinical presentation, investigations, histopatholo- 
gical diagnosis and treatment of the three cases were 
made; 2 patients had no history of tobacco use, suggesting 
role of factors such as HPV co infection. 
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
